In almost three years of opera- 
tion, the University of Georgia 
School of Aviation has rolled up a 
deficit of $31,245 by June 30, 1943, 


according to State Auditor B. E. | 


Thrasher. 

In an annual report on the 
school released yesterday, Th ash- 
er pointed out that while the 
school showed an operating profit 
of $9,890 in June, 1941, after nine 
months of operation, by June, 
1942, it showed a deficit of $15,- 
784, and with a $6,304 loss and 
$9,155 in payments of prior years’ 
charges, the $31,245 deficit was 
shown at the end of the last fiscal 
year. 

Operated mainly on Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority funds, the 
school’s expansion in the reporting 
period. caused a $358,568 increase 
in operating costs over the pre- 
vious year, and it now has $376,- 
605 worth of planes, supplies, ma- 
chinery and fixtures. 

Audits on two other branches 
of the University System—West 
Georgia College at Carrollton and 
the University System Center in 
Atlanta—showed both institutions 
ended the 1943 fiscal year in good 
financial condition. 

The University Center, which 
includes the Evening College and 
the Junior College, showed a sur- 
plus of $13,429, as compared to a 
$4,359 surplus for the smaller Car- 
roliton unit.

Krinsley 
said he studied at the Nazi Geo- 
politik Institute in Munich, is a 
lieutenant in the German army 
reserve and, in 1936, participated 
in a confidential mission here, a 
report on which was submitted to 
Adolf Hitler.

On Thursday last a portrait of the distinguished Georgian was 
unveiled in the House Naval Affairs Committee room. Represen- 
tative Vinson has been a member of that committee for 27 of 
the 30 years he has been a member of congress and, for the past 
13 years, has been its chairman. 

Credit for the degree of preparedness of the United States 
Navy and for its rapid expansion during the war must go to 
Carl Vinson in greater amount, probably, than to any other man, 
His personal efforts, backed by the support of his committee, are 
chiefly responsible for the Navy's size and strength today. 

Georgia has sent many worthy sons to the national congress. 
Her representatives, in both houses, today reflect credit upon the 
state with but few exceptions. But none has served his nation 
more unselfishly and effectively than Carl Vinson, of Milledge- 


ville, Ga. ,

European Food Situation 


If the Russians succeed in driving the Nazis some distance into 
Poland and Rumania by next April, which at this time appears 
to be probable, Russia will be able to establish a sound founda- 
tion for harvests in the fall of 1944. And, if the war with Ger- 
many should end even in the late spring, which is regarded as 
a remote possibility, the remainder of Europe could make a start 
on food crops which would aid in relieving the food shortage 
for the winter of 1944. But if hostilities drag through until this 
fall, our emergency food shipments will have to continue until 
the autumn of 1945. | . 

This is a statement made by the American Institute of Food 
Distribution in a survey of the present food situation in Europe, 
which is regarded as critical, despite the fact crops were “pretty 
good in some sections last year.” Land is there to cultivate 
immediately after cessation of hostilities and America’s job will 
be to assist needy countries by making emergency food shipments, 
helping obtain orderly distribution and providing fertilizer, seeds, 
insecticides, draught animals and farm machinery. 

Summing up the present situation the institute says Denmark, 
the Netherlands, Switzerland, Portugal and Germany are best 
situated. Poland, the Baltic and Balkan states have fair supplies 
of food, but Germany has drawn heavily from them, and the 
same conditions obtain in France and Belgium. Greece is said 
to be hardest hit and Yugoslavia not much better. North Africa 
and Southern Italy are expected to make a great comeback this 
summer along with Russia, which produced good crops beyond 
the Urals last year. Great Britain had a good harvest, but the 
same drab wartime diet must be endured for another Season, 
China and India have had starvation in some sections, while 
little is known of conditions in the sections occupied by the 


Japanese.

His 27 years with the Guaranty Trust, one of 
the world’s largest banking institutions, have seen him rise 
spectacularly in his chosen profession, 

Nor has he lost touch, in the more than quarter century since 
he left us, with Georgia scenes and friends. He has maintained 
his contacts here through the years with the result that many 
thousands of us take a personal pride in this, his latest honor. 

He has been able in the past, through the power of his position 
and associates, to do much to further the economic interests of 
his. native state. It follows that Georgia can be expected to 
profit in no small degree through his continued interest in her 
welfare in his newly-appointed capacity. 


This time, let’s get the war-guilt thing settled beyond the 
shadow of a doubt. Crushed to earth, lies, too, have a way of 
rising at the count of nine.

Time and conditions work many changes in the affairs of 
mankind, and this is strikingly illustrated in the case of the 
gypsies, colorful, shiftless tribes of which wandered hither and 
yon in a past generation, Gone with the war, dearth of horses 
for trading, and gasoline for their dilapidated jalopies, their 
wandering has ceased; there was no other course but go to work. 

Eli Georgevitch, the aged king of a large northern band, now 
settled in Chicago, exhibited a tattered document that proclaimed 
that he was regularly employed. “Travel?” he echoed to an inquiry. 
“Not no more; young people get American ways; want to live 
one place and go to school. My men now all work; some young 
men fight for this country. It’s all right—good country now; 
maybe better after war. Travel? Where to? It’s no more like it 
was.” 

Chicago, long the winter home of gypsy tribes, now is a per- 
manent home to over a thousand, but only the very old are easily 
identified; the young, as the aged king remarked, have become 
Americanized.

My Dear Louise: 

So you wonder why it is some- 
times called “wicked pride.” Your 
question doesn’t surprise me much, 
for I used to wonder about it my- 
self. I finally decided it was prob- 
ably like “filthy lucre’”—-an inno- 
cent thing that was bad because 
somebody else had it. 


I knew that a certain amount of 
self-respect is necessary to man’s 
survival. It stiffens his backbone 
and keeps his chin up and enables 
him to face the world without 
cringing. Without it he is whipped 
and hopeless and can’t succeed at 
anything. 

But there is a world of differ- 
ence between self-respect and 
pride; they are related only as 
vexation is related to rage. 

The only way to judge the good 
or bad of pride is the ancient and 
logical one of judging the tree by 
its fruit. It can’t be wicked if the 
result is good. 


There is a good and wholesome 
and honorable kind of pride. It is 
the kind developed in youth, and 
usually absorbed from _ environ- 
ment, which serves to keep people 
respectable. I suppose it could be 
called pride in decency. Its only 
noticeable effect is that it makes 
people behave well. There is no 
snobbery or self-righteousness in 
it, but only good taste and good 
manners. People who have it don’t 
make a scene in public, or wash 
dirty linen in public. In short, 
they are “nice folks.” 

The wicked kind of pride makes 
people blind. 

Consider a proud and arrogant 
old man who believes himself 
above reproach. He is opinionated 
and intolerant. He is sure of him- 
self and equally sure of his right- 
eousmess. He is never wrong about 
anything. He wouldn't sully his 
proud name by doing anything 
wrong, so everything he does is 
right. If he disowns his son, it is 
because the rebellious young 
scamp deserved it. If he turns 
from his daughter, and refuses 
even to speak to her, it is because 
she married a worthless nobody 
against his will and thus “made 
her own bed” and sacrificed every 
right to his affection. If he is un- 
bending and harsh to the point of 
cruelty in dealing with a tenant 
or employe, it is because the im- 
pudent fellow is no good and 
doesn't deserve any pity. 

But let something happen to 
break his heart and humble him, 
and his eyes will be opened. He 
will see himself as he is. And in 
contrition and shame and remorse 
he will cry: “Oh Lord, I’m meaner 
than a dog!” 

Pride is wicked when it warps 
your mind, so that evil seems 
blameless because it is done by 
never erring, perfect you.

Ah, Yes, Time 
Wounds All Heels! 


There was a story in the news that came in 
yesterday. An English submarine, operatin 
close to Singapore, sunk a Japanese cruiser an 
three supply vessels. 

Down in the Associated Press report was a paragraph which 
read: “The communique proclaimed this country (England) a full 
partner in the Pacific sea war... the communique provided the 
first official mention in recent months of a British Eastern fleet, 
or of British naval units operating as far afield as the northern 
Malacca straits.” 

This means, of course, that England is sending more and more 
fleet units to the Pacific and that the war of attrition against Japan 
is growing in strength. 

This news is important for two reasons. One is that Japan now 
has more strength to combat. 


The other is less important but, still, important. It was not 
many weeks ago that the isolationists and those who foolishly, but 
unwittingly, assist enemy propaganda by repeating statements by 
the subtle enemy, were saying that England was not interested in 
the Pacific war; that we would have to fight it alone; that once 
Germany was defeated we would see England lose all interest in the 
Pacific war. And s0 on. 


The usual argument of these people was that ff England was 
interested in assisting us in the Pacific, England would do something 
about it. It was obvious at the timie that the Atlantic, plus the 
German fleet which waited for an opportunity to move out, was 
pinning down most of the British fleet and some of our own. Now, 
the German fleet has lost the Scharnhorst and other ships of lesser 
tonnage, the British can release some of their own fleet units. 


If the German fleet can be destroyed, or if additional losses can 
be inflicted, we will see more British help in the Pacific. And, of 
course, when the Germans finally are defeated, the British fleet 
will join with ours in the smashing of Japan. 


Well, I assume those who were so certain we would néver see 
any evidence of British help in the Pacific will be but slightly 
wounded by this news. But even a little wound helps. 


CHANNEL INVASION? On the western front, or rather on 


the subject of a western front, re- 
ports persist that a cross-channel invasion is likely to develop at 
any moment, 

The Germans are reported to be in a state of jitters and of prep- 
aration. Our own forces are described as “poised.” 

Well, one may but guess. My own idea is that there is no chan- 
nel irivasion likely within the next few weeks or months. Indeed, 
1 think it would be worse than suicidal to attempt one before 
April or May or, better still, June.. The channel is treacherous at 
all times, In winter and early spring it is worse than usual. The 
set of the tides changes with the coming of summer, But, even in 
July and August, there can be, and is, much fog and rough weather 
vedi —— make operations of landing and tank barges extremely 

ifficult, f 

Also, if this invasion is begun soon it will be the first war 
campaign ever attempted with such an advance ballyhoo and with 
such an extensive advertising campaign. If an invasion is in pros- 
‘ect it hardly makes sense there would be so much talk about it. 

What has become of the arm-chair strategists who were sure 
there would be an attack on each German flank, leaving the ob- 
vious cross-channel attack to the field of speculation. 

If such an attack could be made, from Norway and up through 
Greece, or through Yugoslavia, where the Partisans are at work, 
it would divide the German forces and stretch their men and ma- 
terials thinner than ever.

after the war. 


Shrill Cry 


She has given shrill and pene- 
trating voice to a cry of protest 
and despair on behalf of many 
other entirely loyal citizens who 
find themselves actually broke to- 
day, stripped of their savings and 
compelled to go to the loan sharks 
for money to hand over to Mr: 
Morgenthau. There are among 
these good Americans some with 
children in the services who have 
suffered sudden total loss of their 
normal employment or business 
and must now pay to the Treas- 
uary money which they had put 
by for that rainy day without the 
slightest hope that they will be 
able to pay the rent and keep 
their homes together. They will 
pay with a feeling that there is 
something wrong about a govern- 
ment which would reduce them 
to poverty and use part of their 
money to buy unaccustomed com- 
forts for the peoples of foreign 
lands and to pipe streams of cash 
into the treasuries of corrupt 
unions at home. The family is 
the basic unit of American society 
and the nation, but the income tax 
rates now hold that the head of a 
family is entitled to only a miser- 
ably insufficient allowance for 
their support and must take care 
of strangers, including foreigners, 
first. 

These are some of the thoughts 
of Americans no less patriotic than 
Mr. Morgenthau, who agree with 
Miss Kellems up to the point 
where she asks them to engage in 
a mass protest or tax strike. 

Mr. Morgenthau said further 
that taxes are levied by congress, 
representing the people and that 
“we in the Treasury are charged 
by law with collecting those 
taxes.” 


Tried To Tell 


That is correct except that the 
Treasury has tried to tell congress 
how much to charge and has in- 
sisted on ruinous rates. Paradoxi- 
cally, the Treasury and the New 
Deal have squeezed and squeezed 
toward financial extinction the 
one class of income taxpayers who 
yield by far the most important 
return. There has been in this 
program evidence of animus 
against an economic and social 
class of Americans who are as pa- 
triotic as any of the rest and much 
more loyal than some ideologists 
in Washington. 

Miss Kellems’ reference to “fan- 
tastic, ridiculous and distorted tax 
laws of this country which no one 
can understand” was not an ex- 
aggeration, These laws are unfair, 
retroactive in some respects, and 
so complicated that it has been 
necessary to hold classes for the 
instruction of agents of the inter- 
nal revenue, who will admit, pri- 
vately, that they still do not un- 
derstand. The taxpayer himself is 
lost in the tangle of language and 
references, and he has a feeling 
that a tax, originally intended to 
raise money to run his govern- 
ment, has now been -turned into 
a device to take away his home, 
his savings, his insurance and the 
money which he had hoped to 
leave his wife when he ped. There 
has been a suggestion in the Freas- 
ury’s taxing program for years 
that there was something morally 
wrong about saving and accumu- 
lating from the earnings of hard 
work and ability, and a parallel 
suggestion that the state should 
take over this and care for all 
alike and on charity rations. 

Mr. Morgenthau expresses a po- 
litical bias when he said of Miss 
Kellems’ remarks: “Such an atti- 
tude is especially unworthy of:per- 
sons profiting from war cuntracts.” 

Why is it especially unworthy? 
War contractors, on the whole, 
have given this nation service at 
least as great and noble as his 
own. These contracts were no fa- 
vor to these manufacturers. They 
were made in g6od faith between 
citizens and the government but 
he suggests that war contractors 
somehow forfgit their freedom of 
speech,

Labor Short-Sighted 


On National Service 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Enough time has 
now elapsed since the President’s opening mes- 
sage to congress to indicate the rejection of his 
recommendation for national service legislation. 

Too many elements in the country seem to be opposing it. Labor 
has taken a vigorous stand against the proposal for the reason that 
it was put forward primarily as a means of preventing further 
strikes during wartimes. 

Other groups are about as hostile. Farmers don’t want it for 
fear of being taken off the farm and placed in a riveter’s job, while 
the tiveters are fearful of being removed from their present profit- 
able employment and assigned to work behind the plow. 

A number of complaints have even come in from married men 
expressing concern that the law might operate to take their wives 
away from the home for enforced employment in some war factory. 

Of course, none of these things would happen, unless we are 
willing to assume that those selected to administer the proposed 
national service program are capable of going completely haywire, 
which is utterly preposterous. But the American people, long 
accustomed to their liberties, are apparently unwilling to accept 
any further restraints on their freedom of action. 

And so the bill, to all intents and purposes, is apparently dead. 
The motions for bringing it before congress for formal consideration 
will probably be made, but it is the consensus of congressional lead- 
ers, after studying the reaction of the country, that it will never 
be enacted, despite the high support it has received in some quarters. 


RESPONSIBILITY SHIFTED TO CONGRESS There are 


reasons to 
doubt that President Roosevelt himself had any real hopes of its 
adoption at the time it was recommended. The fact that he defi- 
nitely linked it with other points in his new legislative program 
showed that he was not prepared to accept national service alone. 

The effect of the President's recommendation, however, is to 
shift the onus of blame to congress for any further developments 
on the strike front which cannot be corrected because of the lack 
of proper government authority. Congress, if it fails to pass the 
national service bill, cannot pass the buck to the White House for 
the failure to prevent strikes. 

More than anything else, perhaps, the hostile attitude of organ- 
ized labor is responsible for the unfavorable reaction against the 
bill. In this labor seems to be taking a shortsighted stand. 

A national service act would make all adults subject to com- 
pulsory war service. It would merge the strike issue into the larger 
issue of universal mobilization. 

In other words, it is general legislation, and not special legis- 
lation, as a straightout antistrike bill would be. If it does not allow 
labor to strike, neither does it allow any normal, healthy person to 
deny his service to some essential war need. All elements in the 
adult population would be put on the same plane. 

Labor in opposing the bill is defending its right to strike. But 
the right to strike has ceased to exist, though some of labor’s. leaders 
have been slow to realize this fact. That is a right which labor lost 
at Pearl Harbor. It will not return until the national emergency is 
over, just as a lot of other fundamental rights of the American 
people have been superseded by the demands of the hour and will 
not be regained until the war is won. 

One of the things that has apparently escaped the attention of 
labor leaders is that most of the opponents of national service are 
uniformly in favor of drastic antistrike legislation. Yet antistrike 
legislation does the one thing, as one commentator has already 
pointed out, that is inadmissible under any concept of democratic 
civil liberties. It singles out one class of the population, labor, and 
strips it of its civil right to strike. 


FLAWS IN OPPOSITION ARGUMENT Without pretend- 

; ing to build up a 
case either for or against national service, it is interesting to point 
out some of the flaws in the argument of those opposing the 
legislation. 

Take the point raised by Senator (Our Bob) Reynolds, of North 
Carolina, for example, a line that has been echoed by most of the 
opposition. After studying the President’s recommendation care 
fully, he is agitated by the menace he finds in it to civil liberties, 
and comments that: “It would give us the same thing that $talin 
and: Hitler have got.” 

Now, obviously, it wouldn’t give us anything of the sort at all. 
What he could have said more appropriately is that it would give 
us the same thing that Great Britain, Canada and Australia have 
already got. 

Whether congress passes the measure or not doesn’t seem to 
matter a great deal, for, as Mr. Roosevelt said in his message, we 
can win the war without it. He put it forward merely in the interest 
of a more effective war effort. 

As things stand today, the President stands a good chance of 
succeeding on three points of his program while losing out on two, 
national service and .the proposed $10,000,000,000 tax bill.- Con- 
gress will probably go along with him on continuation of renego- 
tiation of contracts, food subsidies and OPA, which will be a good 
enough White House average. >

Bennett, International News Serv- 
ice correspondent who failed to re- 
turn from the RAF’s December 2 


‘raid on Berlin, is safe and a pris- 
oner of war in Germany.

The .correspondent’s letter end- 
ed with a sentence that intrigued 
newspapermen here and made 
them wonder if Bennett was kid- 
ding or was attempting to get 
through a tip.
